The recent issue of Armenian Numismatic Journal discussing coin cleaning was verv 
interesting, but I remain unconvinced. 

When I have shown cleaned silver trams to the non-numismatic public, the typical 
reaction is that, since the coins are shiny, they must be recent copies. I personally do not 
believe in cleaning my coins, and prefer to leave them as they were obtained except in 
unusual cases. 

Modem US coins which have been cleaned, dipped, or artificially toned are regarded as 
having lower market value than comparable original pieces. When dealing with ancient 
and medieval coins, there may be good reasons for skilled hands to attempt a cleaning. At 
the very least, however, the fact of cleaning should be noted and figured into the asking 
price when such coins are offered for sale. Too often, I have seen coins offered at full retail 
prices which have been scratched, gouged, scraped, tooled, abraded, or otherwise damaged 
in the process of cleaning. 

Just as in the area of coin grading, collectors need to know how to recognize a cleaned 
coin and evaluate its value. Careful examination of coins prior to purchase can prevent 
disappointment later on. Dealers should disclose what they know or can surmise of a 
coin s history. Such disclosure will protect both parties and prevent misunderstandings 
arising from the transaction.

Editor's Comments: Collectors are temporary keepers of coins in their possession. All 
collectors have the moral responsibility of preserving their coins. You are absolutefy right 
in saying that a clean silver coin should not be polished. In our opinion at least in the 
following situations collectors must take steps to preserve their coins: 

1. Coins which have copper disease (progressive corrosion). Eventually this can destroy a 
coin. 

2. Coins which have a heavy deposit of dirt. Unless you remove the dirt, there is no way of 
knowing what inscription or monogram exists on the coin. Sometimes Just removing 
the dirt will enhance the quality of the coin. A collector who is skilled and knows how 
to clean can accomplish this and still preserve the beautiful patina formed during the 
past centuries or millennia.

century. To the credit of King Hetoum I, it must be mentioned that even after the death of Queen 
Zabel (1252), for eighteen years, Hetoum continued striking silver coins bearinq his and her full 
profiles on Armenian silver trams. 5 

Levon's coinage 6 was so ambitious that his successors could not continue issuing certain 
types. He struck gold coins with one lion 7 and two lions, 8 coronation trams with one lion 9 and two 
lions, 10 double trams, * 11 half double trams, 12 quarter double trams, 13 regular trams, 14 half trams, 15 
billons with Latin 16 and Armenian 17 inscriptions, and large copper coins known as tanks. 18 

Levon s regular silver coins, known as tram, were accepted in international markets on equal 
footing with the Islamic dirham since the average 22 mm size, about 3 grams weight, and the 
90%+ silver content was similar to it. They traveled to most Mediterranean countries where the 
trade could carry them. Hoards discovered in Eastern Mediterranean countries include Armenian 
silver coins side-by-side with the Islamic dirham. 18

Of all the coins issued by the kings of Cilician Armenia, the most abundant coins are the 
regular trams of King Levon I. 20 Normally, the hoards of his trams include several hundreds of 
pieces. Therefore, one would expect to see numerous studies and reports on the tram hoards of 
Levon I. In reviewing Armenian Numismatic Bibliography and Literature 21 and Armenian Coin 
Hoards, 22 the discovery of Levon I trams are reported in at least twelve publications. Individuals 
who have taken the effort of publishing Levon I tram hoards include Fr. C. Sibilian, B. Garabetian, 
Dr. P. Z. Bedoukian, and Dr. D. M. Metcalf. Among all these twelve reports and studies there are

Comments on the Hoard 

A parcel of silver coins was offered for sale in early 1990. The tot included 525 trams of Levon 
I, 32 trams 25 of Levon II, and 109 takvorins 26 of Levon III. By the time the writer decided to request 
the shipment of the parcel for examination, 125 trams of Levon I were sold to another dealer. The 
writer requested information about the new buyer of 125 trams so that the coins could be 
examined and catalogued. The original seller indicated that those 125 trams were dispersed 
without leaving any record. Information pertaining to hoard provenance, circumstances of 
unearthing , etc., was unavailable. 

An examination of the parcel revealed that it is more than one hoard, possibly four hoards or 
more. The 666 coin parcel (525+32+109=666) should have had some coins grading EF 
(extremely fine) or better. The grade of the coins ranged from F (fine) to VF (very fine), and those 
of better grade did not constitute the extremely attractive specimens that the collectors would 
desire to purchase. Obviously, the coins have been picked over. 


Cataloguing the Hoard 

The writer’s first objective was to determine a method of classification. Dr. P. Z. Bedoukian, in 
his monumental treatise, Coinage of Cilician Armenia, offered one approach. Dr. D. M. Metcalfs 
proposed stylistic classification is another approach. Both systems have their merits and 
disadvantages. This writer has tried to combine both systems, hoping that the present paper will 
prove to be serviceable in the future for the description of hoards. 

Levon I trams available for this study were 401 coins. According to the seller, the 125 coins 
randomly taken from the hoard and sold to another dealer, were not the most attractive pieces if 
anything their grade was less than the average. 27 

Examination of the coins of Levon I in detail proved to be three separate groupings: cleaned 
shining specimens, coins with white powder residues, cleaned but black material or discoloration 
on some small segment of the coin. There were two bluish-black coins which most likely were 
intruders. Since both shining and white coins had specimens with black edges or spots, it would 
be logical to conclude that the Levon I portion of the parcel came from at least two separate 
hoards. At this stage it would be only speculation to say that two hoards were mixed and perhaps 
some poor grade coins from previous finds were added to it. 

Studying shining coins and coins with white residues separately was discarded since the 
specimens with white residue constituted 13.72 percentage (47+6+2=55 coins). Statistical data is 
given below in the catalogue, Table I.

coins. 
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Prior to cataloguing, a senous effort was made to utilize Dr. Metcalfs obverse stvle and 
reverse cross patterns. 28 It became evident that these drawings were good but not sufficient to 
handle all varieties in the subject hoard. Drawings were prepared for obverse and reverse 
designs. Dr. Bedoukian s classification, according to completeness of leqend was used to 
catalogue the obverse-reverse inscriptions. 29 

The first column in the catalogue gives the assigned specimen number. The second column 
references the corpus number of Dr. Bedoukian's Coinage of Cilician Armenia. The obverse 
Armenian legend is at the top of the block of coins, starting with specimen number The reverse 
Armenian inscription is pnnted in the third column. The fourth and fifth columns indicate the 
obverse style and reverse cross patterns (see Figures 1 and 2.). Column six gives the weight of 
the coin in grams. Column seven includes comments on the coin discoloration (Disc): no 
comment is indicative of a cleaned and shining coin, D=dark-black material or discoloration on the 
edge or on a spot, W=white powder residue left on a coin, IWF=irregular wide flan, Bl-blk=bluish- 
black discoloration in total. Columns eight and nine give the obverse/reverse die varieties. Note 
that odd numbers have been assigned to the obverse dies and even numbers to the reverse 
dies. An asterisk in the last column indicates the specimens illustrated in the plate. 

Table II cross references the obverse style and reverse cross patterns to the plates where the 
photographs of coins display those patterns which are illustrated in Figures 1 and 2.

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Stylistic grouping of Levon I trams 

The obverse design of Levon's trams has more varieties and detail work than any other coin 
issued by the kings of the Roupenian dynasty. Also they display an extensive variation in style 
and in obverse/reverse legends. King's vestments, ornaments, footstool, left foot turned outward 
constitute the criteria for obverse stylistic classification which basically fall into eight varieties (see 


Variety 1 is an elongated, high shoulder, and elegant design where the pleats of royal 
vestment run from left foot to right knee. Variety 2 has similarities with variety 1 but differ in style. In 
variety 3 the shoulders take a different shape. In variety 4 the pleats are in an intermediate form: 
horizontal, vertical, or combination of both, etc. In variety 5 the directions of garment pleats 
change into right foot toward left knee or higher. In variety 6 pleats around the knee are vertical 
and chains ornament the figure. In variety 7 all coins have the left foot turned outward and the 
shoulders are distinctive looking. In variety 8 the styles have distinctive looking shoulders but left 
foot is not turned outward. 

The reverse cross patterns (see Fig. 2) are classified into 1 0 varieties where C and D include 
the predominant varieties; A, E, F, K are less frequently used varieties; and B, G, H, J are the 
scarce varieties. The classification is based on the type of cross, serifs on cross, horizontal bars, 
star , dot or triangle appearing below horizontal bar, rayed cross, etc. These in turn are subdivided 
based on 1 , 2, or 3 dots below or on left and right side, etc. 

All of the trams of Levon I catalogued in this paper are represented by 269 obverse and 362 
reverse die varieties. There are numerous coins which have very similar design to each other but 
because of iconographic minor variations they are not identical to each other and not from the 
same dies. Coins identical to each other are so indicated by the die number.

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OVERSTRUCK AND COUNTERMARKED 
COINS OF THE ARTAXIAD DYNASTY 


During the past several years numerous overstruck coins of 
Tigranes the Great have reached the numismatic community. These 
include varieties overstruck on Seleucid and Phoencian copper coins. 
Also, there are coins overstruck by the successors of Tigranes II. 
Additionally, many coins exist from the same ancient period which are 
countermarked. These too present a challenge to a numismatist. 

A few authors have already discussed such coins (P. Bedoukian, C. 
Foss, W. Maksoudian, and others). In our opinion, these scholars have 
done outstanding work in presenting and discussing their subject 
coins. 

The field of overstruck and countermarked coins is vast and will 
require extensive effort to research and prepare their corpus, 
including description of the understrikes as well as the overstrikes 
and countermarks. Such a corpus, should include as many coins as 
possible. Cooperation of the other numismatists is necessary for the 
success of this project. All assistance will be gratefully acknowledged. 

Museums, fellow numismatists, and collectors possessing 
overstruck coins who would like to cooperate with this project, and 
have their coins included in the proposed catalogue, are invited to 
submit a photograph or aluminum foil rubbing, and data on die axis 
orientation, weight, and diameter of the coin. If any information is 
available about the understrike or countermark, please write and 
discuss that too.

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ARMENIAN PORTRAIT ART IN 
THE COINS OF TIGRANES II AND ARTAVASDES U 


Coins of the first century B.C. constitute a valuable source for the study of the mate- 
rial culture and art of ancient Armenia.* This is due in the first place to the sharply de- 
fined chronological frame, which in many respects renders their study easier: having 
been struck by two kings, Tigranes II and Artavasdes II, whose reigns are well known 
(95-55 and 55-34 B.C.), the coins are reliable records of the first century B.C. In the sec- 
ond place, the artistic merits of the representations of Armenian kings on the obverses 
of the coins are noteworthy. 

Given the relative scarcity of records of Hellenistic Armenian art, the coins in ques- 
tion are important as a source in their own right. Stylistic analysis of the portrait im- 
ages on the coins, and the examination and evaluation of their artistic merits, will help 
us approach an understanding of the artistic outlooks that prevailed in Hellenistic times 
at the crest of Armenian society. In this process, when one is considering specific traits 
of Armenian Hellenistic culture, one must explore parallels with cultural circles that 
were synchronous with these records. In the present case one may adduce Hellenistic 
and Roman republican records. Studying them side by side with the Armenian records, 
comparing and contrasting them one with another, will help bring to light features 
which one does not catch at first glance. 

The flowering of Roman republican portrait occured in the first century B.C., or 
more precisely in the period from Sulla to the second triumvirate (82-43 B.C.); records 
are involved here which could not correspond more closely in time to the Armenian 
coins. 

What is called the Roman portrait is a comprehensible phenomenon, but at the same 
time a problematic one since it is at once original, and yet intimately linked with pre- 
ceding ethnic and artistic currents. * 1 Roman art introduced something new of its own 
that was distinct from the Greco-Hellenistic concept of the portrait, a fresh attitude to- 
ward the portrait, which worked out a new approach to reality. Accordingly, its differ- 
ences from Greco-Hellenistic portrait art should be sought not only in what is external 
and formal, but also in the ideal. 

Heroization is alien to the Roman republican concept of the portrait. The Roman 
idea of the portrait always fixes upon what is concrete, distinctive, occasional, pertain- 
ing to the portrait in specific circumstances of life. The Roman portrait does not meta-

morphose into an image in the Greek sense, since common features are not compressed 
into it which are valid always and everywhere. Whereas the Greek artist takes as his 
point of departure for representation a coordinated ideal of what he is depicting and at- 
tempts to generalize and synthesize, the Roman portraitist submits himself to the exter- 
nal appearance of his model. He begins to describe and analyze, and he incorporates the 
results of his analysis in the portrait. He sets down with the precision and truthfulness 
of a chronicler all of the individual features engraved upon the model's face. In so do- 
ing he treats the details of the face with uniform expressiveness, according the same 
importance to the eyes, the mouth, the hair, the ear. It is from this that the new formal ef- 
fects derive. The Roman artist commences his work by analyzing the surface, and then 
proceeds to fashion the outer envelope of the human face. 

These new instrumentalities which the Roman portraitists introduced are apparent 
in Fig. 5-a. 2 3 A characterization of the face is given, down to the least details: the surface 
is varied and differentiated in the most marked manner, and the artist has shown ev- 
ery fold and wrinkle, the furrowed brow, cheeks, and neck, without slighting the ugly 
features and dissonances. 

The creation of the Roman portrait is associated with the socio-governmental system 
of the republic. The presence of an oligarchic upper crust, in which the clans and their 
heads ( pater familias) played an important role (in contradistinction to the Hellenistic 
countries where an autocratic ruler, the monarch, held sway) provided the basis for the 
great number of portraits, their variety, and the realism of their treatment. Whereas in 
the Greco- Hellenistic world the portrait had a state or official, in any event a societal 
function, in republican Rome the portrait falls to the field of private life and is of a fa- 
milial character. The majority of Roman portraits represent the head of a clan or the 
members of a clan. 

The manifestation and gradual dissemination of the new artistic outlooks, and their 
concrete realization, are likewise illustrated by Roman coins. This is particularly im- 
portant when one is examining a problem based upon numismatic material. The table 
presented in 0. Vessberg’s monograph graphically demonstrates the changes that took 
place in artistic outlooks during the first centuries B.C.’ The head of the divinity Roma 
on coins of the third century B.C. offers a purely Greek image, but thereafter this image 
gradually loses these features. The classical coin gives way to a coarser design. Indi- 
vidual details are emphasized, particularly the brows, the eyes, the mouth, the chin. The 
new, Italian style makes its way forward and thrusts aside (about 100 B.C.) the Greco- 
Hellenistic style; coins of the first century B.C. are completely subject to it. 

A group of coins of Julius Caesar (Fig. 5-b) presents the features of the mature repub- 
lican style with particular vividness. 4 The image on the coins conveys to us all of the 
physical peculiarities, including the deficiencies, of Caesar’s face, furrowed with wrin- 
kles. The artist has conveyed the massive seamed brow, the eyes with crows'-feet, the 
long sharp-pointed nose, the large mouth with thin lips. The cheeks are crisscrossed with 
folds and creases. The forehead is also cut across by horizontal folds. The contour of the 
lower jaw, particularly that of its rearward portion, is sharply delineated. Particular at- 
tention is drawn by the long neck, lean and sinewy, with numerous diagonally posi- 
tioned folds and with a distinctly expressed Adam's apple. 

It is not by mere chance that this sort of treatment, generally characteristic of the 
Roman republican portrait and frequently carried to an extreme of detail, came to be

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known as "uncompromising verism." If we now turn to the representations of the Ar- 
menian kings, an enormous stylistic difference at once becomes apparent. 5 

First of all we notice the different plastic conception by which the engravers of the 
representations of the Armenian kings were guided: instead of bony and wrinkly types, 
we have before us the tooled profile of a king with placid, ennobled, and aristocratic fea- 
tures (Figs. 1 and 2). The modeling of the face is carried out in large separate sectors 
which are nevertheless blended into a single entire image. Each sector is distinctly de- 
limited, but there is none of the differentiation and crumpling that are characteristic, 
for example, of the portraits of Caesar. The representations are not handled with scrupu- 
lous pains, but are instead conveyed by means of firm general strokes. The artist 
strives for the plastic transmission of a face, but is not concerned with its surface textur- 
ing. As compared with the distinctive Roman style, this one is the more laconic. 

The avoidance of the occasionally caricature-like fragmentation of the design which 
is a feature of many portraits of the Roman republican period — the smoothness of sur- 
face, contrasting with the same Roman images where literally everything is encoun- 
tered; the uniform and in many respects generalized and compact treatment— all these 
things endow the Armenian portraits with a certain solemnity and monumentality. 
This, together with the expression of the eyes, leads us into a world of other ideas, artis- 
tic outlooks, and practices — the Greco-Hellenistic world. 

The Greek classical portrait, if it may be called a portrait, is an abstract conception. 
Greek artists did not seek to convey a definite concrete individual. They created a type 
which embodied a sort of summing-up of features and characteristics. 6 In this way there 
arose types for the statesman, the philosopher, the athlete. In place of the man's personal- 
ity, what is revealed is his function or his trade. The Greeks also represented a man the 
way he should be, not the way he was in reality. They furnished him with features he 
did not have, perceptibly embellishing and ennobling him. In a word, by heroizing him 
they set him apart from time and space. 

From the fourth century B.C. a new conception, a new way of understanding the 
world, begins to appear, bringing in its train a new system of aesthetics. 7 The main 
cause for this phenomenon is to be sought in the history of the society, in life itself, but 
also in outlooks that made it possible to bring man, with his inward world, to the fore- 
front. At that time a new way of looking at man's individuality arises. The striving to 
express a man s personal life by conveying his actual features becomes stronger Ac- 
cording to a familiar passage in Pliny (Historia Naturalis, XXXV, 153) Lysistratus, the 
brother of Lysippus, was the first to represent a man as he actually was: thitherto the 
endeavor had been to make him as handsome as possible. This was a very pronounced 
turn in the history of the art of the Hellenistic world, synonymous with the turn which 
gave rise to the Roman portrait. Of course, an element of no small importance in the 
creation of the portrait was the appearance of a new object for its artistic personification. 
This object was first and foremost the personality of Alexander. He was sculpted while 
still alive and particularly after his death. But the exceptional nature of Alexander the 
hero s aureole that surrounded him, and finally his deification led to a complete ideal- 
ization of his features. The statues of the Macedonian constitute the representation of a 
divinity rather than a human being. With a few exceptions, his portraits were the prede- 
cessors of a whole series of works reflecting the true direction of Hellenistic idealizing

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portraiture. These works conveyed more an ideal of the man portrayed than they did the 
man himself; they synthesized the image in the old classical way. 

A second trend is represented by a range of sculptures which sought to resemble their 
model. The aim of such portraits is to convey to us, insofar as possible, the characteris- 
tic, individual traits of the man portrayed: flouting classical canons, the artist empha- 
sizes essentially personal traits present only in the individual at issue, and in this con- 
nection refrains from transmitting the very coarseness of the skin texture, as for exam- 
ple in the statue of the Bactrian king Euthydemus. 

This veristic trend of Hellenistic portrait art, which comprises a range of records 
which will be discussed below, was destined to play an important (and in the opinion of 
some, even the most important) part in the evolution of the Roman republican portrait. 

One can place between the two trends cited a whole series of outstanding portraits 
which embody both ideal and veristic principles. Among these one should single out a 
number of sculptures of Hellenistic rulers of Asia Minor, which have, in our view, a 
certain bearing upon our subject. These are representations of Antiochus III, Antiochus 
IV, and Attalus I, which in all likelihood constitute their actual portraits. 8 Often the 
artist has sought to express what is personally individual to each of them, without ab- 
staining from optimum idealization of the image. 

The trends referred to are also very well illustrated in the coins of the Hellenistic 
period. 9 This is important for the study of the representations of the Armenian kings 
that have come down to us. 

The trend towards treating the person portrayed more or less realistically is illus- 
trated by numerous examples. Let us dwell in further detail on a coin of Seleucus I (Fig. 
6-d). 10 Of course, if one compares the portrait of Seleucus with those of Romans (at times 
almost too realistic), one is immediately struck by the classical, ennobled nature of the 
general shape and actual contour of the image, the due proportion of its parts, features 
which recall the principles of Greek art of the fifth century. Still, the artist has tried to 
stay closer to life in the transmission of individual elements. He has skillfully indi- 
cated the furrows on the forehead and has faithfully portrayed the large, strong nose, the 
double chin, and the lower contour of the jaw. The cheek, broad and pronounced, is 
crisscrossed with deep wrinkles running downward from the eyes, the nostrils, and the 
mouth. The set mouth reflects a man of resolute will, the thick neck his physical 
strength. 

The individual features of Seleucus I become all the more evident if one compares 
his portrait with the representations of Alexander the Great on the generally familiar 
coins of Lysimachus (Fig. 6-c). * 11 At first glance one is struck by the beauty of the design, 
its precision and relief modelling, and the statuary quality of the portrait. From the top 
of the head, describing an almost perfect semicircle, a line continues outlining the slop- 
ing forehead and the straight classical nose. The straight line makes a handsome angle 
and runs on into the chin. A third straight line, departing from the chin, joins the neck 
at an irreproachable angle. Of course, what we are dealing with here is not merely the 
overall design, which follows the established canons on the majority of Hellenistic 
coins. There is no doubt that individual parts of the face as well are represented in har-

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mony with certain long-established traditions and devices of artistic personification 
thus the way in which the nose is represented as prolongation of the forehead, the treat- 
ment of the deeply-seated eyes and the half-opened mouth with the beautifully curling 
bps, go back to firmly rooted practices that have little in common with portrait rendition 
in art. I he full smooth cheeks, the rounded chin, the handsome neck, and finally the 
tossing locks leave us in no doubt that here ready-made formulas and handlings of the 
artistic treatment of one part of the face and another, applied with particular zeal in the 
personification of the idealized Alexander enveloped in an atmosphere of spirituality 
have been put to use. J ’ 


As we have remarked, the coins of Seleucus and Alexander that we have examined 
are not the sole examples illustrative of the trends in question. 

The Juristic trend is represented by the coins of Mithridates III and Pharnaces I 
(kings of Pontus), Anarathes III (king of Cappadocia), Heliocles (king of Bactria), and

To our mind, the portraits of the 
Armenian kings fall into this category. 

The upper part of the forehead of Tigranes is covered by a tiara and diadem, but we 
nevertheless do not fail to note its bulging lower part (Figs. 1 and 2). 14 The projecting 
nose is large and broad, with a distinctly conveyed aquiline curvature and nostrils. Its

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jecting chin would not seem to be devoid of portrait resemblance. A feature of altogether 
individual character is the just-apparent smile or hint of a smile (Fig. 2-a). It slightly 
vitalizes the expression of the face and, despite a certain strangeness and mystery about 
it, carries conviction through its plausibility and naturalness. 15 This is a trait real, in- 
separable, and proper only for the case of the individual at issue. It is difficult to deci- 
pher the gamut of sensations that find expression in this smile, which perhaps reflects 
assurance of the complete success of some impending action, or a feeling of satisfaction 
over the fortunate outcome of some undertaking. 

Individual features of the Armenian kings are also plainly revealed when one com- 
pares and juxtaposes their several portraits. 


The image of Artavasdes is distinguished by the general contours of the face — a 



An important feature reinforcing the sense of portrait concreteness that does not 
desert us as we examine Armenian coins is the presence of a distinctive head-dress, the 
Armenian tiara. Under the generally accepted rule, the Hellenistic rulers represented 
themselves without head-dress, with regularly disposed yet freely waving locks that 
were intended, taken in conjunction with half-opened mouth and the far-away look in 
the eyes, to convey, though it were merely in imagination, a forward movement of the 
figure. The artist of the coins we are examining, for his part, has preferred to remain 
true to reality and to transmit the image as it was, with the distinctive tiara. 17 In this 
connection we observe differences in the way it was worn: on the coins of Tigranes the 
tiara is represented with a broad diadem knotted at the back and falling downward, but 
on the coins of Artavasdes these bands are raised and knotted at the front of the tiara. 
The same way of wearing the "Armenian tiara' is attested for Commagene, in the re- 
lief representations of King Antiochus. 

If we now turn to those features which express idealizing motifs in the portraits of 
first century B.C. Armenian kings, the first one we ought to mention is the composition 
and structure of the head. Since the artist was obliged to Content himself with a profile 
transmission of the image, we must limit ourselves to one-sided observation. But even 
so, it is plain that the general structure of the head is rendered in Hellenistic traditions, 
and that the contour of the face, although it is not held to such irreproachable forms as is 
the portrait of Alexander, does not diverge very greatly from the generally accepted Hel- 
lenistic shape. The generalized treatment of the cheeks, free of any wrinkles, also finds 
a place among the features departing from reality, and the widely opened eyes, with 
gaze fixed somewhere in the distance, are somewhat too idealistically treated for one to 
speak of portrait character in them. A concrete deviation in the direction of the standard 
is provided, for example, in a number of coins by the rendering of the mouth, half- 
opened as though breathing, which gives the expression a sort of pathetic shading. 

Thus the representations of the Armenian kings on coins are executed wholly in the 
spirit of Hellenistic portrait style. On the one hand, they are closely linked with the 
standard practices that seek to present the personality in question as ennobled, embel- 
lished, and idealized, and on the other hand they pay a certain tribute to specific indi-

The veristic traits that are present allow us to give the majority of the coins a com- 
mon monographic denominator. The master engravers have succeeded in conveying the 
volitional character of a purposeful individual not without a certain measure of spiritu- 
anty. Ihe differences which the coins display in this respect may be explicable if one 
considers that the dies which the engravers cut specially for the striking of coins wore 
rapidly and deteriorated. New dies were cut to replace the old, and these defined the fa- 
cial features somewhat differently. 

i nu j nber of cases the Portraits also give expression to stylistic divergences. As a 
rule these divergences stem from the mints at which the coins were struck. The coins of 
Tigranes issued at Antioch, which in 83-69 B.C. was the capital of the Armenian state 
(these coins being the basis of our inquiry), are of the greatest interest from the artistic 
point of view Figs. 1 and 2). The majority of them convey the features of the king more 
or less faithfully but there are exceptions with rounded and markedly smoothed features 
where the artist has achieved an emphatic idealization (Fig. 5-c). 18 The coins issued both 
from the mints of Damascus and Armenia proper (Tigranocerta and Artaxata), 19 with

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pressionistic manner, has even moved the student of the Armenian theatre G. Goian to 
see in it the features of a tragedy mask. 23 

The stylistic and monographic variety goes back to the engravers if they did their 
work independently, or to the sculptural prototypes which they imitated. We are aware, 
for example, that there are among the coins of Caesar, along with the portraits that carry 
realism to extremes, also portraits which idealize the face in an impersonal fashion. 

The portraits of Tigranes can be classified according to age. In the main type they 
represent a king in middle life. Coins found in northeastern Armenia (Berd) place on 
record, as it were, a king already elderly. Splendid representatives of an altogether 
youthful king have been preserved on a number of tetradrachms issued at Antioch . 24 

The eyes in the representations cited above are treated in an exceptionally plastic 
fashion, and on this account some definite conclusions force themselves upon us. 

As has already been pointed out, the eye socket of the image of Tigranes is as a rule 
very large and deep. It quite plainly lies deep beneath the arc of the brow. This arc itself, 
from base of the nose to the outer corners of the eyes, is denoted with a vigorous bend! 
'"he eyeball is distinguished by its size and roundness. The eyelids, wide open, are con- 
veyed by thick, relatively distinct lines that can be made out over almost their entire 
length. 

One should point out particularly the devices which the artist has utilized in treating 
the eyes. Having placed them in a deep socket, the artist has counted upon a particular 
effect brought about by the shadow cast by the actual socket. But the desired chiaroscuro 
effect has been enhanced through careful deepening of the inner angles of the eyes. Also, 
the section lying between the upper lid and the brow arc has been deeply excavated, thus 
endowing the facial expression with particular force. 

The deeply seated eyes beneath the brow arc, with their wide-open lids, convex eye- 
ball, and socket part of which lies in shadow, have clear parallels among certain out- 
standing works of Hellenistic sculpture. First among these are the quite familiar heads 
of a man and an old man that were found on the island of Delos . 25 In the opinion of the 
scholar who published them, these works are emphatically Hellenistic in their concep- 
tion, and can be dated to the end of the second century B.C. in the one case and the first 
century B.C. in the other. The artist has managed to give them uncommonly powerful 
expression by seating the eyes deeply in their sockets and by scooping out certain areas, 
including that between the upper eyelid and the brow. The sculptor of the portrait of 
Alexander the Great found at Pergamum 26 made use of approximately the same device, 
though more temperately. But the main item where this principle of execution is pursued 
with particular and obvious power, and thereby takes on special significance in the his- 
torico-artistic evaluation of the style of the portraits of Armenian kings, is the sculpture 
of the great frieze of the altar of Pergamum. The heads of the giants taking part in the 
great battle personify, as it were, a special substance and tendency of the Pergamum

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style which, in the opinion of scholars, constitutes the fundamental content of the highest 
phase of Hellenistic sculpture ( Hochhellenismus ). If we look attentively at the heads of 
the giants, we can perceive all the force, all the sweep, of that art in the locks tossing in 
disorder, in the half-opened mouth, and in the deep folds of the forehead. This is even 
more readily apparent in the eyes (Fig. 6-a). 27 In gazing at them intently, one notes the 
stylistic link which extends between them and the treatment of the eyes on the coins of 
Tigranes and Artavasdes — the same depth of socket and considerable size of the eyeball, 
the same deep cuts and recesses, the same play of light and shadow. 

Putting the matter in this light suggests some sort of connections between Armenia 
and Asia Minor (or more exactly western Asia minor) in the first century B.C. These 
connections are attested for an even earlier date on the basis of coins, engraved gem- 
stones, and ceramics; they apparently exist later on, in the first centuries A.D., in the 
work of Asia Minor masters who took part in the construction of the temple of Garni. In 
the first century B.C. these connections took place via Asia Minor Greeks, sculptors or 
engravers from Pergamum or Antioch, who happened to find themselves in the territory 
of Armenia proper. One may suppose that they formed part of the population forcibly re- 
settled in Armenia by Tigranes. 28 

It seems possible to distinguish also a second type of treatment of the eyes in the por- 
trait of Tigranes, attested on the coin already mentioned, which is preserved at Venice; 
perhaps it would not be worth discussing if it were not for its similarity to the treatment 
of the eyes on coins of Mithridates VI, a contemporary and neighbor of Tigranes (Fig. 5- 
a). This type of eye is distinguished by smaller dimensions, shallow socket, and less 
prominent eyeball, exhibiting in this case a tendency toward a more oval shape. It is 
important to point out that in the case at issue the deep cut separating the upper lid from 
the brow arc is not registered. The muscles of the eyebrow, however, are very heavy and 
they blend directly into the lid. 

This sort of execution, which strikes us as no less canonical than the proceding one, 
apparently goes back to the productions of the classical style of the fifth and fourth 
centuries B.C. and is encountered on statues of Alexander I, also in the work of Skopas 
in re-worked form. From this standpoint the coincidence of the markedly idealized im- 
age of Mithridates with one of the most idealized portraits of Tigranes does not appear to 
be by chance. The phenomenon seems to us noteworthy, but for the time being we have 
difficulty in explaining it. 

Let us dwell briefly on three points that have a connection with our subject; the link 
between the portraits on the coins of Tigranes and Artavasdes and sculpture in the 
round, the problem of the cult of the king in its artistic aspect, and a possible concrete po- 
litical direction in the Armenian portrait. 

1. Are we dealing here with a free rendering, i.e., with creative work of the en- 
graver in preparing the portrait, or does the portrait go back to some statuary prototypes? 
We do not know, since statues of this type have not yet been found in Armenia. How- 
ever, a number of circumstances make it possible to think of the existence of true por- 
trait sculptures in the round, from which the dies for the striking of the coins were per- 
haps prepared. The actual images on the coins speak of this, in particular the extremely 
plastic treatment of the eyes, which may be explained first of all from sculpture in the 
round.

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2. One can assume that the Herrscherbildnisse — ruler statues — that were 
widespread from the times of the Diadochic onward, made their appearance in Armenia 
as well. We are aided also by literary sources in this matter. Thus in Moses of Khoren 
there is a report that by the end of the third century B.C. there were in the pagan temples 
of Armenia, side by side with statues of the divinities of the moon and the sun, effigies 
of the ancestors of the king in question (History of Armenia, II: 8, 40, 49, 77). Subse- 
quently, in connection with the consolidation in Armenia of the cult of the ruling king 
(apparently already by the days of Tigranes II), statues of the king deified even during 
his lifetime made their appearance. 29 

The examples of contemporaries and neighbors of Tigranes are indicative — those of 
Antiochus I of Commagene and particularly of Mithridates Eupator, who have left us 
their portrait representations. 

If there were such statues of Tigranes and Artavasdes, what would they have looked 
like? Portraits on coins do not afford a complete idea of the actual appearance, because 
an image incorporated into small bit of metal is far from being sufficient to that end. 
Thus it is difficult to resist the temptation of trying to recreate in imagination the true 
sculptural appearance of Tigranes. For this purpose one may make use of the head of At- 
talus, king of Pergamum (Fig. 6-b). 30 Although a considerable number of stylistic fea- 
tures are dissimilar, they have in common the structure and the construction of the 
head, the positioning of the various parts of the face and their interrelationships, and 
also the characteristic plastic treatment. This is not a surface which wrinkles, as in 
Roman portraits of the republican period: here we have only placid impulses coming to 
the surface but not breaching the overall smoothness and flatness of the cheeks. 

The royal cult, deification of the king and his ancestors during his lifetime, makes 
some other features of the Hellenistic portrait of the Armenian kings understandable as 
well. 

In order to consolidate the authority of the ruling dynasty not only were ideological 
and religious instrumentalities resorted to, but use was also made of artistic ones, in- 
cluding statuary representations of the kings. And no matter to what extent the represen- 
tations sought to be portraits, the artists were still trying to render the features in the best 
imaginable light: they were ennobled, inspirited, endowed with a particular gaze, in a 
word they were idealized. 31 

This functional aspect of royal portrait representation once more suggests that Ti- 
granes, as a Hellenistic monarch, would scarcely have been represented too realisti- 
cally, with all his true features. A Tigranes presented in the manner of a Roman repub- 
lican portrait is simply unthinkable. For this reason, the Hellenistic sculptor, without 
depriving his representation of a certain portrait character, reduced the face to general- 
ized, clear, and at the same time placid and exalted features. 

3. As an official document, a coin has in addition a political and propaganda sig- 
nificance. From this we have a certain solemnity and monumentality of portraits called 
upon to emphasize the authority of the king, something we sense in contemplating some 
particularly successful examples of Armenian Hellenistic coins. But there are also 
cases where the image of the king is associated with a concrete political situation and is 
intended to affect it in one way or another. In this respect, the numismatic portraits of 
Mithridates VI Eupator are very interesting. During the years when the Pontic state was

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preparing for war, Mithridates issued coins with his own portrait, but one very similar 
to that of Alexander of Macedon. The "Alexanderizing" Mithridates on the coins con- 
veyed the political message that the struggle against Rome was being carried on under 
the slogan of defense of Hellenism, the best representative of which had been Alexander. 
Everything that was associated with this enterprise of Mithridates unquestionably falls 
within the orbit of deliberate opposition to Rome. 

The matter stands otherwise with Tigranes, Artavasdes, and the Artaxiad kings 
generally speaking. We do not assert that in placing their portraits (executed in accor- 
dance with Hellenistic traditions) on coins they were thereby deliberately setting them- 
selves up in opposition to Roman policy. On their coins there are other elements which 
were perhaps intended to carry out that function: for example, the style "King of Kings," 
and also the rather familiar tiara, which went back to what had been in its day the 
mightiest state of Hither Asia, Achaemenid Iran. These kings could and should inspirit 
toward struggle against Rome.

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THE ARMENIAN COIN AUCTION OF NADIA KAPAMADJIAN 


Nvard Kapamadjian (1901-1978) was born in Constantinople. She attended the Lycee 
Fran 9 aise in Smyrna. In 1922, due to the burning of the Armenian quarter of Smyrna, 1 she 
relocated and settled in France. She became an ancient coin dealer in 1935. Her present 
collection included Byzantine and Armenian coins. In professional circles, she was 
known as Madame Nadia Kapamadji or Kapamadjian. Unfortunately, she did not live 
long enough to see the auction of coins which were special and close to her heart. 

The collection of Madame Nadia Kapamadjian, including choice Armenian coins, was 
consigned to the Bourgey classical coin firm and auctioned on October 27-29, 1992 in Paris. 
Altogether, 949 lots are catalogued: Byzantine Empire, Empire of Trebizond, coins of 
Barbaric states, Crusaders, and Armenia. The Armenian section is divided into 106 lots 
under the headings "Armenie antique" and "Armenie Cilicienne," encompassing 6 pages 
of catalogue and 4 pages of plates. Several lots contain more than one coin; the Armenian 
collection amounts to a total of 302 coins. 

The ancient period includes 15 lots (844-858) belonging to Tigranes II the Great (95-55 
B.C.) and Artavasdes II (56-34 B/.C.). The remainder of the lots (860-949) belong to the 
Roupenian period which includes only one prince and fourteen kings. All Cilician 
Armenian kings are represented in the auction. 

Unfortunately, the cataloguer did not use Bedoukian corpus numbers for reference. S. 
Boutin 2 already had done this, and it would have been a simple task to incorporate the 
same numbers. If catalogued using a Bedoukian number, in some cases the coin rarity 
would be obvious and would bring higher prices. Most of the coins are illustrated in the 
plates and their weights given, but the legends are not published. For the benefit of our 
readers, we have referenced the ancient coins to Paul Z. Bedoukian's Coinage of the 
Artaxiads of Armenia (CAA) and the Roupenian coins to Coinage of Cilician Armenia 
(CCA ). 3 Of course, this is not possible for those coins which are not illustrated. Both the 
estimated and realized prices are listed in French francs (FF); the present exchange rate 
is 5 FF to US $1.00. The statistical data is tabulated and offered to our memberships as a 
useful guide to current prevailing prices and for posterity. 4 

This does not represent the entire Nadia Kapamadjian collection. S. Boutin mentions 
that there was an Armenian gold coin of King Levon I, 5 which was not included in the

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auction. Boutin catalogued two trams of Gosdantin I, whereas in this auction there is only 
one tram given to Gosdantin I. 6 Possibly some of the coins were sold privately. 

It is noteworthy that coin No. 849 is described as a genuine tetradrachm, although 
similar coins have been pronounced counterfeit in the past. 7

Sometimes, the result of this re-engraving can be seen on the coins. 

The coins of ancient Greece, Persia, Rome, and also coins of the time of Tigranes the 
Great were made in this manner By studying these coins in detail, it can be seen that 
the artisans used equipment similar to a magnifying glass when engraving the dies. 

With the fall of the Roman Empire, this art was largely forgotten and lost in Western 
Europe. For this reason, European coins struck the Middle Ages cannot be compared to 
the beautiful corns of ancient times. To make their work easier, medieval monevers 
made their coins flatter and thinner, such that the design and lettering have very little 
depth compared to ancient pieces. Since the art of gravure had also declined, die cutters 
also began to use punches with straight or curved lines to prepare coinage dies Thus 
instead of engraving the design and inscription, medieval coiners hit the punches with 
a hammer to inscribe the king’s image and letters on the dies. Many dies from me- 
dieval times have reached us, and also some documents, which illustrate the art of 
coinage as practiced in Europe during the Middle Ages. 


During Roman times, dies were firmly immobilized with the use of tongs. The metal- 
lic blank was placed between the upper and lower dies and the opposite end of the upper 
die was struck under the blow of a hammer to make the coin. The orientation of the 
obverse and reverse faces were always fixed relative to each other. Roman coinage in- 
struments from a first century monument can be seen in Figure 2. 


In t} l e M L \ dd ! e £f es ’ however > the metal obverse die (called the anvil die) was placed in 
a wooden block The reverse die was placed in a metal trussel (see Figure 3 which illus- 
trates the metal parts). The blanks were placed on the anvil die, the trussel was placed 
on the top, and the coin was then struck under a strong hammer blow. In this arrange- 
ment, the orientation of the obverse and reverse dies relative to each other was variable 
as can be seen on Roupenian coins. 


We know for a fact that under the hammer blows the trussel (which was the moving 
die) would wear out much more quickly than the anvil die. By studying ancient coins 
carefully, we can see that five, ten, and sometimes even twenty trussels would wear out 
before the anvil die became unusable. For thinner medieval coins, at least two trussel 
dies would wear out for each anvil die. Dies which have been discovered confirm this 
fact. la 


After speaking about the engraving and use of dies, we must consider the material 
from which the coins were made and the method used to prepare the blanks. 

In ancient times, metal working was an important and developed craft, because of its 
necessity in everyday life as well as in war. It was known that silver could be added to 
gold, and copper added to silver, to make acceptable alloys for coinage. These alloys had 
sufficient hardness to be durable, but were soft enough to take the impression of the dies 
when struck under the pressure of hammer.

In Figure 5 we see a drawing of a medieval mint workshop taken from a 16th centurv 
manuscript illustrating the associated tasks involved in coin production. In the uS 
left corner is a furnace where the metal to be used was purified. The bearded m^i Is 
weighing the gold or silver which has been brought to him for coinage. It is apparent^* 
he keeps the accounts in the ledger placed on the table before him. The man in Jcentef 
is beating the metal into a sheet of the desired thickness. In the lower left, the metal is 
bemg chpped with shears and made into blanks. Prepared blanks are kepi in the dish 
In the lower right the coiner is making coins by striking the blanks between the dies 
individually with blow of a hammer, while his assistant is placing blanks on the anvil

From medieval Europe, we have a considerable number of tools, coins, and documents 
which provide a clear picture not only of coinage but also of the number of coins issued 
each year and the names of the mint directors. The mint directors were responsible to

life. This does not mean that it is impossible to study coin making in Cilician Arme- 
nia. Thousands of coins have reached us which speak clearly about Armenian coinage 
art. there are also some European documents which provide information on this subject. 

The Armenians were caught between and influenced by the Byzantine and Arab civi- 
hzations, and of course learned and benefited from their high accomplishments in the 
Field of coinage After the arrival of the Crusaders, the Armenians also came into con- 
tact with technology m Europe. Thus it was not difficult for the Armenians to absorb and 
apply coinage methods. 


We do no know exactly when the Armenians in Cilicia first began to strike coins, 
they had long since ceased to have their own coins and were accustomed to using the 
money of the Byzantine Empire or the Arabs. In Europe, even feudal princes sometimes 
struck coins, so that when the Crusaders arrived in the East, they began according to 
European custom to strike their own coins. Perhaps the Armenian barons followed the 
Crusader example. The Armenians did not regard themselves as inferior to the 
Crusaders, and occasionally used their wealth and strength to demonstrate their 
importance. 


Four types of copper coins have reached us antedating Prince Levon II (1187-1198). Of 
these, one cannot be read well enough to allow an attribution. 1 Another is fairly thick in 
fabric and may be a medal rather than a coin. 2 The two remaining are authentic coins 
bearing the name of Toros 3 which probably belong to different princes of that name 
Smce we have a Prince Toros who reigned between 1099-1129, it is not improbable that

P ,. a „j 
stnke the coin (the trussel which is hit by the hammer) was ILldy worn considerably 
The circle of dots has in some places merged to form a line. Also, the art of the inscrip- 
tion differs from that on the obverse; the reverse "A" (U betters are completely different 
in style from those appearing on the obverse. It is thus evident that different eneravers 
were responsible for each side. It is also apparent that the blank has cracked under the 
pressure of hammer blows; this can be seen on the obverse between the letters "E" (t?) 
and "N" Cu) It can also be seen that the coin, having been cut by hand, is not perfectly 
circuJar, and for this reason, on the reverse beneath the feet of the lion, parts of some of 
the letters remain off the edge of the flan. When the coin was struck, the hand-held 
trussel was slightly tilted, leaving letters near the lion's head stronger and deeper in 
relief that those near the paws. From the coin's specific gravity we learn that the coin 
contains more than 92 percent silver, with the remainder being copper. In this way from 
the careful examination of one coin, we can learn much about the art of coin manufac- 

tllTc. 


Let us examine a regular tram of Levon I (Figure 8). We can see that both sides are 
well preserved and that both sides are struck with new dies. 8 The inscription and 
deuces are very clear and the central point made by the compass is clearly apparent on 
both sides. The observer might easily object that the working dies made from the mother 
die should have a central point in relief, corresponding to the indentation made by the 
point of the compass. Coins struck from the working dies should have a depression 
rather than a raised point. This can be seen on a few well-made coins. 


To answer this objection, we must accept that coins with this point (in relief) were 
either struck with the mother dies or with working dies that had been re-engraved, and 
in the course of re-engraving had been reworked using the compass. On the coins 
(although this is not very clear in the illustration) the line beneath the dots can be quite 
clearly seen. Obviously, the king and his crown were engraved first and then the dotted 
circles were added, otherwise they would touch each other. It is also apparent that, since 
the blank did not exactly cover the die, part of the circle is beyond the edge of the coin. 
I he artwork of the obverse inscription is different and better than that of the reverse 

to the work of Afferent die cutters. The obverse inscription reads 
LEVN TAKAOR HAYOTs (Ibfru f»U.q>U.np 4U.3ri8), in which the "0" (fl) of "LEVON 

(IbWl'u) and the V" (h) of TAKAVOR" (f<NJ. c MJ,bnP) have been accidentally dropped, 
pie dots of the crown, and those of the eyes, being smaller than those used for the circle 
borders, must have been engraved by a different method. 

Let us examine a third coin (Figure 9), another regular tram of Levon I. Once again 
we can see a central depression made by the point of a compass. One edge of the blank 
was thicker and contained extra metal, so that when the coin was struck that part was 
pushed outward giving the coin an oval shape. On the other side the metal is thin and a 
crack is apparent between the letters "E" (b) and "V" (h) of LEVON (LbbflV). The 
engraver has rendered the word HAYOTs (4U3n8) as HAYATs (4U3U8). On the 
reverse of this coin, there is extra space between the word ASDIDz (UUSbfr) and the cross 
of the inscription band, so the engraver filled in a dot at that location. 

The coins of Levon I sometimes have an unartistic or barbaric appearance. Possibly, 
these were struck after Levon's death (in 1219) and prior to the accession of Hetoum I to

the throne (1226) when the country was in turmoil. It seems that little attention was oaid 
o the sinking of coins dunng this period. If we exam.ne a coin of this period S 
10), we can see that the blank was hastily made.* The obverse die, although considerably 
worn is still in use. The king's left foot, part of the circle, and the letter "IC <<t ) are 
joined because of a die break. Since the reverse trussel die is much newer the details

The coppers of Levon I also emphasize that the coinage dies were engraved. We can 
see on the coin in Figure 11 that the die cutter has adjusted the inscription to fit in the 
available space. The dot on the end of the (leonine) king’s nose is the center of the 
circle, while on the obverse the center of the circle is concealed by the cross. These 
coppers are quite thick, too thick to have been cut from a sheet of metal with shears like 
that used for the silvers. It is very likely that the blanks for the coppers were first 
prepared by casting and later struck with hammer. It is worth noting that the circles are 
formed as a single line rather than a series of closely-spaced pellets. 

It is of interest to examine a few silver trams of Hetoum I. The coins of this period are 
generally quite attractive and reflect the country's prosperous situation. The bilingual 
trams of Hetoum-Kaikhusrew (Figure 12) are among the most attractive coins of the 
Cilician Armenian kingdom. The depiction of the king mounted on a hoarse is well 
executed and the horse has an imperious appearance. The calligraphic inscription can 
compare favorably with the best of Armenian manuscript art. It is apparent that the 
horse was engraved first, followed by the dotted circle, since the pellets of the circle do 
not touch the horse s hooves. 


The regular silver trams of Hetoum-Zabel show the king and queen on the obverse and

made and if we look carefully we can see that these too, like the others, are made with 
engraved dies. In Figure 13, we see that the engraver first wrote HETOUM TAKAVOR 
HA (4bfa*riMr ffrUq.Uhnn 4U), and seeing that plenty of room remained for the last three 
letters of the inscription, lengthened the letter "Y" (8) of HAYOTz (411808) to fill the 
remaining space. 10 * 


The concentric circles on the copper coins of Hetoum I are generally made with lines 
but there are some instances where dots are used. * 11 In Figure 14, we can see that the 
blank is shghtly smaller than the die and the coin is struck slightly off center, leaving 
part of the inscription off the edge of the coin. Once again we see that the style of letter- 
ing on the obverse differs from that on the reverse, signifying the work of different die 
engravers. It can be seen that the letter "1" (h) of the mint SIS (UbU) was drawn wide in 
order to fill the available space. Between the letters "H” (4) and "A" (U.) of HAYOTz 
(411308) on the obverse, the die has cracked under the pressure of the hammer. 

Just as for the coppers of Levon, the large coppers of Hetoum were hot struck. Other- 
wise, the dies would not have lasted very long. Sometimes, the coin would stick to the 
dies and struck twice. In Figure 15, we see that each side of the coin has been struck by a 
reverse as well as an obverse die. The letters HETOUM T (4t?fa*nMr fa*) and H I SIS (4 b 
UMJ)can be read on each side. 


Some of the smaller coppers of Hetoum are very interesting as well. There is consid- 
erable difference in the style of the lettering on the two sides of the coin 12 in Figure 16,

left Manchester, England with their daughter and three sons, intending to retire to “e 
Southern Cahforma area. Instead, the elder Jamgochian purchased a factory the Cab 
forma Soap Company m Los Angeles, and served as its president for many years as- 
sisted by his sons, including the youngest, Nicholas, born in Los Angeles. The Jam- 
gochians are believed to be the first family of Armenian heritage to live in Glendale 
now home to maiiy thousands of Armenians who have emigrated from the former Soviet 
Union and the Middle East in recent years. 

After graduating from Glendale High School, Nicholas earned both bachelor and 
master s degree from the University of Southern California. He served as a U.S. Army 
officer in World War II and Korea, rising to the rank of Lt. Colonel, in the Chemical 
Cops, he endeared himself as a devoted patriot. Though a chemist by profession he had a 
lifelong interest in ancient history and in the coins of Greece, Rome, Armenia and 
other early civilizations. ’ 


Mr.Nickhe was called, succumbed to complications following an operation at the 
age of 81 Nick was a gentleman of the first order. We became acquainted with him 
through the Armenian Numismatic Society of California, he was a charter member of 
the organization since it's inception some 25 years ago. 

Nick attended most of our meetings, and on many occasions was the principal 
speaker, presenting outstanding talks on ancient Armenian and Roman coins. His col- 
lection was one of the most extensive of specialized rare coins. Not only did he have 
corns, but he knew the history that each coin represented. 

He was a member of the American Numismatic Society (New York), Armenian 
Numismatic Society (Los Angeles), Royal Numismatic Society (London), and Society 
tor Ancient Numismatics (Los Angeles). 

His writings on ancient Armenian coins and reviews on Armenian numismatic 
books are published in the SAN (Journal of the Society for Ancient Numismatics) and 
Armenian Numismatic Journal. 


He was a staunch supporter of the new Armenian Museum, located with the Ararat 
home of Los Angeles, new community center at Mission hills, California. 

Nicholas and his sister Sibyl were founding members and lifelong supporter of the 
Armenian Allied Arts Association. 

He was the last survivor of the Jamgochian siblings. Nicholas was well acknowl- 
edged in the Armenian community as a gentleman, tall and handsome, honest, support- 
ing many community events. He never married, although he was a most eligible bache- 
lor. Nick is survived by seven nieces and nephews. 

The Armenian community and the numismatic societies will sorely miss Nicholas 
V. Jamgochian. God Rest his soul.

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ODD AND CURIOUS ARMENIAN MONEY

Coin collectors, like stamp collectors, are fascinated with errors and oddities. 
coin collectors, first being collectors at heart, are intrigued by coins which 
are different from normal issues. This was true 150 years ago during the days of Fr 
Clement Sibilian, and remains true today. 1 


I. Counterm arked and overstruck ancient Armenian coins. 

1. Copper coin of Tigran es I. 

This copper coin is similar to Bedoukian* CAA, No. 5, except that the obverse is 
counter-marked PUPb" (good or genuine) in Armenian. Victor Langlois 3 published a 
line drawing of this coin attributing this copper piece to Tigranes IV. The present 
whereabouts of this coin is unknown. 

2. Countermarked copper coin of Tigranes n. 

ft copper Tigranes II (similar to CAA, No. 91) is countermarked with the letter "A" 
on the obverse to the left of the tiara . On the reverse is the Tyche Antioch or Artaxata.

3. Overstruck copper coin of Tigranes IL

4. Levon I half double tram. 

This silver coin would normally catalogue 6 as CCA , No. 44. The obverse displays the 
king seated on a throne; the reverse shows a lion crowned to left holding a cross with 
two bars. Two circular countermarks appear on the reverse: one is on lion's folded leg, 
the second is at 10 o'clock where the letter "b" of the word 'UUSnbb-nB" would be.

5. Levon I tank. 

This copper normally would catalogue CCA, 717. The obverse portrays the bearded 
leonine head of king, reverse, a patriarchal cross. A pattern similar to Armenian letter 
"n." is countermarked on the reverse where the circular inscription cross would be.

6. Hetoum-Zabel half tram. 

The obverse displays both king and queen holding a long cross; the reverse shows a 
lion walking to right. Most of the inscription is cut off. This strange looking half tram 
(normal coin would be similar to CCA, No. 1 103) reminds us of the half trams of King 
Levon II struck with a regular tram dies. The edge of this coin is cut with a sharp tool 
similar to scissor and the diameter is reduced to present size. 7 

AR 16 mm, 2.02 gm YN collection 

7. Hetoum I equestrian kardez. 

The subject coin is double struck from both sides in such a fashion that the resulting 
coin has become rather an interesting and desirable piece (normal piece would be 
similar to CCA, No. 1374). The obverse displays an equestrian struck twice; the reverse 
cross is struck twice (crosses adjacent to each other). 

AE 27mm, 5.04 gm YN collection 

8. Hetoum I regular kardez. 

Another example of Hetoum I double struck regular kardez (normally would be 
similar to CCA, No. 1407) did not escape the keen eyes of Fr. Sibilian. In this case the 
double strike is on the reverse only. 8 The obverse displays the king seated on the throne; 
the reverse shows two crosses. The amusing part about this is that both the bottom leg of 
the top cross and the top leg of lower cross are overstruck with coin's inner circles and 
take an elliptical form. 

9. Levon n tram. 

This very interesting tram was first published by Fr. Ghevont Alishan. 9 Fr. Sibilian 
also printed it in his book. 10 The coin seems to have a hole. Fr. Sibilian made two 
interesting observations on this coin. 1. The circles on both sides are double lined and 
solid, not dotted, 2. the legend on the reverse states "+eb‘ubUl b <4UT ...‘u UMJ b <t>Uf>U 
U(=U3)" (struck in the city of Sis for the gloiy of God). Sibilian notes that if the coin is 
genuine it may have been issued on a special occasion, perhaps coronation (normally 
would be similar to CCA, No. 1428). The coin is preserved in the Mekhitarist 
Congregation Museum in St. Lazare, Venice. * 11

Most Roupenian coins overstruck in Arabic are those which were given to the 
Mamluks as peace treaty settlements. Bedoukian discussed these coins extensively in a 
paper published by the Mekhitarist Congregation. 12 He notes that the coins of Hetoum 
II, Levon III, Oshin, Levon IV, Gosdantin III, and Levon the Usurper have been found 
overstruck in Arabic. It seems that the Mamluks obtained a large quantity of silver 
takvorins from Levon IV in the form of a tribute and overstruck them in Arabic. The 
execution was carried out without sufficient care and without heating the coins. The 
existence of some overstruck Levon III and Oshin takvorins indicate that they were 
merely part of the supply. However, Fr. Au. Sekoulian is of the opinion that the Arabic 
dies were used by the occupying ruler on the limited supply of coins which was later 
exchanged for a bigger sum of non-overstruck coins. 13 It is almost impossible to find a 
coin which would show the complete Arabic die inscription; here the Arabic 
inscriptions were deciphered by reconstructing the legend from a number of specimens 
In most cases even the Armenian inscription is not legible. Only strange or peculiar 
examples are listed here. 


10. Levon I trams. 

SelJuq dlrhams UOa and 10b) of Kaikhusrew HI 
lbb4 A.H./A.D. 1265/6) were overstruck on trams of Levon I. They were struck in the 
mint of Lu'lu'a, located just north of the Cilician gates. Until 1219, this was an 
Armenian territory. The coin 10a is preserved in the British Museum and 10b was 
preserved in W. D. Holberton collection in 1976. 

11. Hetoum n copper coins. 

Two copper coins of Hetoum II were overstruck by Mamluk Sultan al-Nasir al-Din 
Muhammad. The coins were purchased from a Beirut coin dealer; probably they were 

unearthed nearby. The undertype obverse displays king seated in oriental fashion

overstruck on the obverse horse's head. In the second case, it is overstruck on the 
reverse lion's head (Figure 12). Both coins are preserved in JG collection. 

13. Levon IV takvorin overstruck twice. 

This takvorin of Levon IV is overstruck once in Arabic most likely with the die of 
al-Nassir al-Din Muhammad. 16 Later, it was overstruck a second time with a circular 
die of al-malik al-Ashraf. How does one know that the circular die is not a part of the 
original die? Both dies run in opposite direction. To find this, ignore the Armenian 
underprint. On the obverse you can read the word <l!> =Allah (God). Turn the coin upside 
down and inside the round seal you can read «jii yi <ji y =laflah illa-Allah (there is no 
God but Allah). Both overstrikes on the reverse also run in opposite direction. This 
takvorin is preserved in JG collection. 17 


IV. Controversial Roupenian coins. 

14. Coins of Toros. 

The possibility that Toros may have issued silver or copper coin when he was acting 
for his brother King Hetoum II is discussed by Domenico Sestini, 18 Victor Langlois, 19 
and Fr. Clement Sibilian. 20 The obverse line drawing displays an equestian to right, 
reverse, lion to right. Fr. Sibilian sums by stating that "according to my personal 
opinion Toros never struck a coin." Bedoukian also concludes that to date no coins 
belonging to Toros have been identified. We can accept the conclusion of two prominent 
Armenian numismatists about the coins of Toros. 

15. Coins of Petros. 

Langlois describes an Armenian takvorin attributed to Peter of Cyprus (1368- 
1369). 21 Based on the information of Langlois Sibilian reprints this. 22 The obverse line 
drawing displays in equestian to right, reverse, lion to right. In conclusion he states, 
"Not having great confidence in the coins published by Langlois, for the time being I 
suspend my final judgement, until I see for sure a genuine coin of Petros. The picture 
Langlois described is far from the art of contemporary coins; also it may be a forgery. 
Finally, according to me, it needs more study." Since no coins of Petros have yet 
surfaced, we can take the same position that Fr. Sibilian took on this coin. 

16. Post Roupenian coins. 

Bedoukian calls these coins pseudo-Armenian. 23 That sums it up as well as any one 
can say. These coins were not issued by the Armenian kings. They were issued by people 
who occupied Armenia. Since most of the population of Armenia were Armenians, 
these copper coins were issued to be accepted and used by the Armenians. The design 
tried to imitate Armenian takvorins (the obverse displays an equestian to right; 
reverse, lion to right) but the lettering of the inscription takes the form of blundered 
Armenian letters (similar to CCA, No. 2246). It is impossible to decipher these coins.

THE GOLD COIN OF KING GOSDANTEN I 


Presently, I am busy with the printing of volume IV of the San Lazzaro Monastery 
(Vank) Manuscript List. All of my time is dedicated to that effort, and its publication 
will be in a matter of days or a month. Prior to that, I was writing the old Chronology of 
our Vank. I have now reached the year 1837, which I left unfinished in order to devote 
myself completely to the Manuscript List. Below I have excerpted the section which I 
wrote for the year 1835 relating to the gold coin 3 4 of King Gosdantin I (Fig. 2). 

«795. Fr. Ghevond Alishan wrote on the singular gold coin of King Gosdantin in his 
Sissouan ,* indicating that the gold coin was found in his father's clothing by the grave

Only two pieces are known, one in the San Lazzaro Mekhitarist Museum, 
Venice, and the second in the Istanbul Archaeological Museum. Bedoukian writes in his article In search of 
an Armenian Gold Coin" (Armenian Numismatic Journal, 1976, pp. 22-27; also in Selected Numismatic 
Studies, pp. 298-301 and 504-505), "...We know that the Mekhitarist Monastery in Venice had a gold coin ot 
Gosdantin for nearly a century and a half. It belonged to the father of the famous Father Ghewond Alishan, 
the author of Sissouan. It is reported that upon the death of the father, in accordance with his wish, it was 
buried with the body. Possibly at Father Alishan's request, the coin was subsequently removed from the 
coffin and sent to Venice. It is interesting that a second specimen of this gold coin, struck with the same die

« reign of Levon I, the first king of Roupenian dynasty are described in minute detail. Also, in this monumental 
treatise, Fr. Ghewond Alishan devotes a full section on the coinage of the princes and kings of Cilician 
Armenia, and discusses at some length the commercial relationship between this medieval kingdom and the 
Mediterranean countries. Among the coins of many rulers, we find the description of King Gosdantin s gold 
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diggers and handed to Fr. Gevork Hurmuzian. The latter describes this event in a 
different way to Abbot Suchias Somalian of San Lazzaro, "Perhaps you remember, Ezaji 
Petros had a gold coin of our Roupenian King Gosdantin which the Rev. Father Vicar 
(Fr. Mkrtich Aucherian) knows and there you have a copy of its engraving. Now this 
gold tahegan, which the late Ezaji Petros carried in his wallet, was stolen and 
disappeared on the night that he passed away; and now one and a half years later after 
passing from hand to hand the gold coin was returned to our hands; the Mekhitarists in 
Constantinople purchased the coin for 150 tahegans along with a paperbound Plutarch 
and the last two volumes of Darapatum" (18 November 1835).»

What is written in this letter and 
chronicled in Sissouan differ slightly from 
each other. It is not inconceivable that Fr. 
Alishan obtained his information concern- 
ing the gold coin of King Gosdantin from 
more reliable sources; Alishan was more 
objective in his historical writings, in spite 
of the fact that he was a poet. At the same 
time whatever happened during the same 
year of death, Fr. Hurmuzian (the future 
abbot) writes the chronology on a daily basis 
depending on what he heard; accordingly, 
the wallet was stolen the same day of the 
death, and there is no word about grave 
diggers. 


It is evident that during the period when Fr. Mkrtich Aucherian was in 
Constantinople, he was familiar with Ezaji Petros, received the line drawings of gold 
coin and brought it to the Vank. Most probably Fr. Mkrtich must have asked Petros for 
the coin, since Fr. Mkrtich Aucherian brought it to the Vank in a boat with a group of ten 
people including Kerovbe (the future Fr. Ghewond Alishan) and his brother Serovbe (the 
future antiquarian). They returned to Constantinople leaving only the blessed Fr. Gh. 
Alishan in San Lazzaro. 


Whether Alishan’s father is called Markar or Ezaji Petros, this is obviously correct. 
He is called Petros and also Markar. I am enclosing a photocopy (Fig. 1) of the student's 
registry notebook from the Vank where it is written under Alishan's name that the 
young Kerovbe reached the Vank on 4 July 1832, the son of Ezaji Petros, received the 
cloistral cloak on 10 April 1836 and renamed Ghewond. ... 

Consequently, in the Chronology I penned, under 1836 I have registered, «872. From 
Constantinople to the Vank they sent with the first 12 students of Raphaelian school a 
few manuscripts, about which Fr. Philippos Terjimanian (Constantinople) writes to Fr. 
Raphael Tnans (Venice), "With our travelers I sent to Your Reverence my ancient 
manuscripts and an old coin, which I designate in order: two incomplete and torn 
manuscripts, a Jashots (lectionary) and Mashtots (ordinal) exchanged with our printed 
book commodities. The Jashots manuscript came from Kutina and the Mashtots from 
bmyrna. You will find other manuscripts that I found and exchanged. Also enclosed is 
a gold coin of Armenian King Gosdantin, an engraving of which you already have in 
the Vank, a dozen Greek silver coins and sixteen Greek copper coins, nine common 
copper coins. I purchased most of these coins in Smyrna" (22 July 1836).»

DR. KHATCHADOUR A. MOUSHEGHIAN 

(20.IX.1919 — +5.XI. 1992) 


In 1971. shonly after the Armenian Numismatic Society was established, we communicated 
with Dr. Khatchadoir A Mousheghian in Armenia, who mailed us a copy of his article, "Monetary 
Circulation in Armenia 9th through 14th Century." For the rest 22 years, a steady stream of 
offprints (more than 100), pamphlets and books arrived at our address. 

An extremely close relationship by correspondence, personal visit, and telephone calls 
followed between Dr. Mousheghian and myself. He was a very humble, modest, well-educated 
professional, and above all, a gentleman. He was very knowledgeable on ancient Greek, Islamic, 
and Armenian coins 

He v;as horr in Alexandropol into the family of a physician. Dr. Mousheghian studied history, 
and during the World War II served in the Red Army. After the war he continued his education. In 
1950 he went to Leningrad to study numismatics at the State Hermitage Museum. In Leningrad 
he not only specialized in numismatics but also studied classical Arabic. In 1958 he defended his 
dissertation on coin hoards excavated in Dvin. 

In 1956 Mousheghian had returned to Yerevan and was appointed curator of the numismatic 
section of the State Museum of Armenian History. He published his first book, Monetary Circula- 
tion in Dvin Based on Numismatic Evidence (Yerevan, 1962). Later, he authored Coin Hoards of 
Armenia (Yerevan, 1973), Monetary Circulation in Armenia from the Beginning to the Tenth Cen- 
tury A D (Vienna, 1979), Coins Circulated in the History of Armenia (Yerevan, 1983), and numer- 
ous papers a? pamphlets. Although, he retired in 1990, he continued to work on new projects. 

His many scholarly articles are scattered among numerous scholarly periodicals: Armenian En- 
cyclopedia, Armenian Numismatic Journal, Ashkhatut'yunner Hayastani PatmuVian Petakan 
Tangarani, Bibliotheka Classica Orientalis, Banber Erevan i Hamalsarani, Epigrafika Vostoka, 
Etchmiadzin , Gitut'yun ev Tekhnika, Handes Amsorya, History of the Armenian People, Kratkie 
Soobshchenia, Lraber Hasarakakan Gitut'yunr eri, Patma-Banasirakan Handes, Revue des Etudes 
Armeniennes Sovetakan Hayastan, and many others 

With Dr. Mousheghian's departure, the ranks of already too few Armenian numismatic scholars 
has receiver a mortal blow. Dr. Mousheghian was the only living Armenian scholar whose in depth 
education and practice was in numismatics. Amnenological periodicals as well as Armenian Numis- 
matic Journal lost a faithful contrib'Ycr. It win be a long time before he can be replaced in Armenia 
oy a scholar of his caliber talent, and productivity. 

Dr. Mousheghian’s memory will last forever near his numismatist brothers due to his extremely 
close and intellectual relationship and numismatic literature he created during his lifetime. Dr. 
Mousheghian’s widow, son. daughter, and other relatives can be justly proud of the scholarship 
he left behind. God rest his soul and keep his memory unfading. Y. T. NERCESSIAN

PARTHIAN COINS & HISTORY: TEN DRAGONS AGAINST ROME, by Fred B. Shore. 
Qyarryville, PA, CNG, Inc., 1993, clothbound with dustjacket, 188 pp., $35.00. 

In the year 53 B.C., avarice and ignorance combined in the person of the Roman 
general Marcus Crassus. Leading an army of seven legions (42,000 men), he boldly 
advanced eastward in pursuit of the riches of Asia. King Artavasdes II of Armenia, 
respecting the pact between his father Tigranes the Great and Pompey, advised his 
Roman allies to choose a route through Armenia, where they would enjoy the advantages 
of terrain. Instead, Crassus decided to proceed across open country, along the northern 
fringe of the Syrian desert. 

His opponents were the Parthians, a people apparently (since there are so few written 
records, it is difficult to be certain) of Scythian origin, who ruled the Iranian plateau 
from about 250 B.C. to 229 A.D. The main Parthian force awaited Crassus at the 
Armenian border; the Romans were thus able to cross the Euphrates and advance 
unopposed to Carrhae (near Rakka in northern Syria). Here Crassus was met by 10,000 
Parthian horsemen, who circled the Roman legionaries and fired myriads of arrow's 
into their ranks, "in much the same way as American Indians in Western movies 
attacked a wagon train." The Parthian strategy was to attack and retreat, firing arrows 
over their shoulder as they withdrew (hence the term "Parthian shot”). 

Since Crassus had ignored the advice of Artavasdes, Armenia disengaged from the 
confrontation, leaving the Romans, despite their numerical superiority, hopelessly 
outclassed. Crassus was trapped and his army decimated, and the defeat at Carrhae 
went down in history as the greatest disaster ever suffered by Roman arms. 

In the struggle, Crassus was captured and killed. Artavasdes, ever the diplomat, 
immediately established a pact with King Orodes of Parthia, marrying his daughter to 
Pakoros, the son of Orodes and crown prince. The historian Plutarch describes how the 
severed head of Crassus was carried to the wedding ceremony in Artaxata, where it was 
used as prop during a recitation from Euripides' Bacchae. 

This episode is recounted because it illustrates the important role which the 
Parthians played in Armenian history and vice versa. Shore mentions the Armenian 
role in his book at the appropriate points, in less detail than I would have preferred. 
Nevertheless, Armenian readers will find this study to be worthwhile for the light it 
sheds on their own history. 

Regarding the Parthian influence on Armenian history, Shore writes: "It is probable 
that many Parthians retreated to Armenia, formed part of the Armenian army, and 
mixed with the native population. The Arsakid family ruled until 428 A.D. and kings 
from the Armenian branch of the Arsakids ruled Iberia until the fourth century. If we 
are to look for the nation with probably the most Parthian ancestry, it is Armenia. A 
dynasty of Patriarchs of the Armenian Church was descended from Saint Gregory who 
was a Parthian noble. These monks are still remembered by the Armenian Church as 
'Parthian'. Many Armenians to this day have Parthian names." 

An understanding of Parthian coinage can help shed light on ancient Armenian 
coins. For example, the drachm was the principal silver coin struck on the Iranian 
plateau, whereas in the southwestern district of Mesopotamia, tetradrachms were much 
more prevalent. Similarly, it seems that during the reign of Tigranes the Great of 
Armenia, drachms were predominantly struck in Armenia proper, whereas most 
tetradrachms were struck in Antioch and Damascus in Syria. 

The best book on Parthian history is by Debevoise, which is now nearly impossible to 
find. The. best book on Parthian coinage is by Sellwood, which because of its script 
lettering is nearly impossible to read. So collectors and students of history are indebted 
to Shore for this well-illustrated, eminently readable work combining the history and 
coinage of this interesting and poorly-known people.
